grounds proposal 


Fastball has traditionally 
been a popular game in the 
west and the Greater St, 
Albert Men's Fastball Asso- 
ciation believes there should 
be a facility for the sport in 
St. Albert. The association 
has proposed such a facility, 
at an estimated cost of 
$60,000. They would also like 
to see the game included in 
the list of sports to be played 
at the Alberta Summer 
Games, to be held here next 
August. 

In a presentation to city 
council's committee of the 
whole Monday night, as- 
sociation member Danny 
Woytiuk demonstrated a 
fastball, explaining it was 
used to play softball, fastball 
and slow pitch. He stated the 
game had a wide range of 
participation, as men, wo- 
men and children can all play 
it, as opposed to baseball 
which is predominantly a 
man’s game. He explained 
that it sharpens various 
physical skills, and said the 
fact that a game can be 
played in one and one-half 
hours was an added ad- 
vantage, 

Association member Gene 
Lytwyn said that the calibre 
of fastball play in this area 
was greater than the facil- 
ities available in which to 
play it. He explained that 
local players presently play 
in the Sturgeon Valley 
Fastball League with Devon, 
Stony Plain and other muni- 
cipalities, However, this in- 
volves too much travel for 
most St. Albert players and 
the association would prefer 
to form its own league in St. 
Albert. 

Mr. Woytiuk said he 
thought interest in the sport 
was sufficient to justify a new 
fastball facility here, and 
stated an ideal facility could 
be built at Meadowview 
Park, at Meadowview Drive 
and Mission Avenue, He said 
the club proposal called for 
the use of one-half of the 
park area, which would be 
the section furthest from the 
river, Softballors would as- 
sist in the development of the 
rest of Meadowview. The 
club suggested that this 
other half of the park be 
turned into a family leisure 
centre. 


FORM EIGHT-TEAM 
LEAGUE 


Included in the presenta- 
tion was the disclosure of 
plans for an eight-team 
league in St. Albert, which 
would eventually grow to 16 
teams. The league would 
provide special events and 
Stage special tournaments. 
Diamonds in the proposed 


facility would be in use seven 
days a week during the 
season, 

The association has spoken 
with members of the Sum- 
mer Games Committee and 
has volunteered to help out 
during the Games, should 
fastball be included in the 
sports to be featured. 

Should the league grow to 
16 teams, council was told 
there would be no need to 
expand the facility. The 
addition of lights for night 
play could double or triple 
the use of the diamonds. 
Each diamond would include 
four sets of bleachers, pro- 
viding St. Albert residents 
with a new spectator sport 


for summer fun. 

Ald. Bill Shields asked the 
association members about 
the condition of the dia- 
monds for the upcoming 
games, commenting that he 
had thought slow pitch was 
to be played at the Games on 
the existing diamonds. The 
two spokesmen replied that 
to upgrade the diamonds, the 
outfield had to be sodded, 
the fence heightened and a 
backstop added. ‘'They are 
just fields now,"’ they re- 
marked. They said the fields 
were in ‘‘pretty sad"’ shape 
and that the infields needed 
grading, with drainage pro- 
blems attended to, and the

Quebec twin 


St. Albert may soon have a 
twin municipality in’ the 
province of Quebec, The 
suggestion to join the twin- 
ning program came about at 
Monday night's committee of 
the whole meeting. It. was 
proposed by Alderman Barry 
Breadner, and met with 
approval of other members of 
the committee. The re- 
commendation will come to 
council's attention when it 
meets next Monday for its 
regular meeting, 

In making the motion, Ald. 
Breadner said that national 
unity was an important 
question, and that having a 
twin municipality in Quebec 
was one way in which St. 
Albert could *'do its bit."’ 

The process of “twinning” 
municipalities is accomp- 
lished through the Canadian 
Town Twinning Association, 
and under the association 


schedule, Quebec is the 
recommended twin province 
for Alberta, 

After council moves to 
approve the twinning re- 
commendation, a twinning 
committee will be esta- 
blished to solicit community 
support, The city will then 
apply to the Canadian Town 
Twinning Association for 
location of a suitable twin, 
Once this is established, a 
program of activities will be 
planned, There is no funding 
for the twinning program 
itself, but there are funds 
available for an exchange of 
young people, ages 14 - 22, 

The City of Lethbridge 
twinned successfully in 1967 
with the City of St. Laurent, 
and has maintained an edu- 
cation and civic exchange 
program ever since. Calgary 
also is involved in a similar 
program,

feature which Mr. Skvaril 
said was much in demand 
but difficult to find. The 
development would contain 
20 units, a fact which would 
put the density at 70 persons

Where To Look 


against heart 


On Monday, February 26, 
St. Albert and area will 
experience a phenomenon 
known as a solar eclipse. As 
two solar ‘eclipses of some 
type must occur yearly why 
such a fuss over this one? 

Eclipses are classified in 
two categories: Total and 
Annular (see diagram). Your 
chances of seeing a TOTAL 
SOLAR ECLIPSE from the 
very same spot are very slim, 
the event only occurs every 
400 years. A total solar 
eclipse occurs when the 
moon, passing between the 
earth and sun. casts its 
shadow upon the earth's 
surface, Only people, within 
the ‘umbral’ shadow see a 
total eclipse while those 
within the ‘penumbral’ sha- 
dow experience a partial 
eclipse, 

St. Albert lies within the 
penumbral shadow and we 
Will receive a 93 percent 
eclipse starting at 8:30 a.m, 

The more frequent but less 
spectacular annular eclipse 
only casts a penumbral 
shadow due to the moon's 
elliptical orbit: (distances 
vary towards the carth 
during orbit). Since the moon 
is usually at its farthest point 
(apogee) the sun appears as 
a ring of light, thus, giving 
just partial eclipses. 

What will other centres 
see? Vancouver 97%, Cal- 
gary 96%, Regina 99.6%, 
Winnipeg 100%, Toronto 
74°. Montreal 71%, St. 
Joliny S2°,. What will we see 
in St. Albert? At 8:30 a.m, 
with the sun now in the 
southeast sky, first contact 
will begin. The mid eclipse 
(93) wilboceur at 9:35 and 
the last contact will end at 
10:45 acm. 

For those in the path of 
totality, darkness will last 
two minutes and seven 
seconds, but, something 
more happens than simply 
total darkness. As the moon

edges toward the centre of 
the sun, premature dusk will 
envelope the viewer and the 
morning air will become 
colder. With the last sliver of 
the sun about to disappear 
the moon's shadow may be 
seen as a dark wall rising in 
the western sky racing down 
upon observers at hundreds 
of kilometers. per hour, 
Mysterious shadow bands, 
with alternating zones of 
dark and light a few centi- 
meters across, will be seen 
flowing across the ground 
and nearby buildings, With 
the sun rapidly going out, 
mountains on the moon's 
advancing edge cascade the 
final light into shimmering 
beads, blinking them out one 
by one. 

The eclipse is now total. 
The sky is a deep blue and 
bright stars and plents have 
appeared. The horizon is 
tinged yellow-orange in color 
effecting a 360° sunset, 

Now comes what all obser- 
vers have waited for, the 
spectacular phenomenon 
known as the corona. This 
faint, outer atmosphere of 
the sun, invisible at any 
other time, appears as a 
pearly halo glowing around 
the outer edges of the moon, 
Chances are that several red 
spots of light (actually flam- 
ing gas) will be visibly arcing 
outward from the sun's 
surface. As the viewer is 
becoming accustomed to the 
unearthly darkness, a blind- 
ing flash will announce the 
end of totality. 


HOW TO SAFELY VIEW 
THE ECLIPSE 


First of all the following 
MUST NOT BE USED: 
sunglasses, smoked glass, 
exposed photographic film 
(whether its color or black & 
white) and photographer's 
neutral density filters, (no 
matter how dense), WHY? 
The reason is simple, though 
the above articles will dim 
the light, they WILL NOT 
shut out invisible ultra violet 
and infrared waves, 

Now you are probably 
wondering how you may 
safely view this spectacle 
without damaging your eyes. 
There are four methods 
available, 


SOLAR PROJECTION 
METHOD 


Telecope users beware of 
the so-called sun filters that 
thread into the eyepiece of 
your telescope. With the 
filter in this location it's most 
likely near the main lens or 
mirror where the greatest 
amountof heat and light is 
concentrated, The heat can, 
and will build upin a short 
period of time to most 
certainly cause the filter to 
shatter or crack allowing the 
sua’s rays to seep through, 
For you telescope users the 
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best method to use is the 
SOLAR PROJECTION ME- 
THOD (Fig. 1), with this 
method, even details of small 
sunspots can be observed as 
with the progress of the 
eclipse itself. NOTE: If you 
plan on using this method 
use an inexpensive evepicce. 
Huyghenian or Ramsden 
evepieces, not your costly 
Orthoscopic or Kellner as the 
sun can damage the cemen- 
ted evyepieces. Solar pro- 
jection is not recommended if 
your telecope is of the 
closed-tube catadioptrie ty- 
pe. If you're one of the lucky 
ones who happens to own a 
specially designed frontal 
solar filter for your telescope, 
fear not you're in good 
standing. 


PINHOLE PROJECTION 
METHOD 


With this method use 
darkened surroundings. [t's 
easy too make, (Fig. 2). Start 
with one long slender box. At 
one end, make a_ hole 
about two-three em (Lb ineh) 
then Gipe asmall piece of 
aluminum foil over the hole. 
Next, pierce the foil with a 
needle to produce a very 
small hole, On the other end 
tape a piece of plain white 
cardboard or paper to use as 
a viewing screen. NOTE: Do 
not attempt to view the 
eclipse through the hole 
itself, 


PHOTOGRAPHING THE 
ECLIPSE 


The best choice of film to 
use is Kodak's Plus-X-Pan or 
liford’s HP 4, These B/W 
films will offer the best 
shutter and aperture 
(I stops) combinations, Color 
will not be a good choice duc 
to the fact once the #14 
Welders Filter is placed in 
front of the lens you will end 
up with a green sun, (but if 
you happen to like the sun of 
that color by all means go 
ahead). #14 Welders Filters 
may be purchased from the 
Queen Elizabeth Planetar- 
ium ata cost of about $2 for a 
2"' x 4" piece. 

If you are going to be using 
a stock SO mm, lens, the 
negative image size will be 
much too small to make a 
uscable print. Focal lengths 
of S00 mm. to 1000 will 
produce the best image, 
however, if you have a 135 or 
200 mm. lens coupled with 
an 2x or 3x tele-converter, 
you're back in business. 
Remember to use a tripod as 
the slightest movement will 
create image blur, a cable 
release will also come in 
handy, Your exposures 
should be two or three stops 
under AND over your meter 
reading, 

The last and possibly the 
best method to observe the 
eclipse is right at home on 
television, The weather fore- 
casts for that day don't 
appear to be favorable with a 
67% probability of total 
cloud cover, 18% chance of 
partial cloud, 27% proba- 
bility of precipitation and 
24% chance of ground fog. 

If you happen to miss this 
eclipse don’t worry, the next 
one scheduled for our area is 
2017 AD.

Parking problem 
plagues Rec. Centre 


At its committee of the 
whole meeting Monday 
night. city council discussed 
some thorny problems which 
still remain to plague the 
Fountain Park Recreation 
Centre.

PASSING ON OUR HERITAGE

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Doctors Aren’t Civil Servants 


There is no doubt about the need to control the 
alarming acceleration in the costs of providing 
health insurance. But it's extremely doubtful that 
the way to do it is to prevent doctors from 
“balance billing.” Doctors beside being profes- 
sionals are also business people, and like all 
other business people should be able to pass 
on the costs of inflation to the consumer. Enter 
governments committed to “delivering health 
care,” a feat which is, of course, impossible for 
any government. But it's a nice sounding phrase 
isn't it? 


It should be remembered that doctors were 
opposed to going the “socialized medicine” 
route. In Alberta we had a system of insurance 
to protect people from unaffordable costs of 
sickness. Called Medical Services Incorporated, 
it worked well, along with Blue Cross protection. 
But the Federal government was not content - 
they had a better plan, and to ensure that 
Canadians would get their rightful share of 
Federal funding, the provinces had to go along 
with the Federal plan. 


It should also be pointed out that hospital costs 
are a larger factor in the huge costs of health 
care than are doctors fees. One competent 
Hospital Board member in the Edmonton region, 
with many years of experience, pointed out that 
one administration unit could easily serve up to 
four small hospitals at significant cost savings. 
He wasn't proven wrong, but bureaucrats in 
administration jeolously guard their positions. 
After being thwarted in almost every move to 
keep a lid on costs, the Board member resigned 
in disgust. 


There is no such thing as free medicare. We 
have the example of Britain where free 
medicare became greatly diluted medicare and 
standards were impossible to keep up. Senator 
Kennedy is now fighting for a “total package” 
medicare plan in the U.S.A. Figures from his 
own office show that the Kennedy plan. if 
implemented as proposed in 1983 would cost 
the American federal government about $31 
billion above current costs in the 1983 year. The 
senator would have employers provide private 
health care insurance that meets federal 
standards, which could in fact put some firms 
out of business. The $31 billion would only 
provide for the poor, the elderly and the 
unemployed, subsidies for low-waged industries, 
and drugs for the elderly. 


However other supporters of a national health 
insurance plan favour incorporating the existing 
private coverage into an overall federal scheme. 


Another point to consider is the attitude of 
people with the high living standards enjoyed in 
Alberta. They are conditioned to “free” medicare 
and large numbers of them simply do not pay 
the premiums. Many families spend far more on 
wining and dining every month than the amount 
the modest medicare fee comes to. 


So where did the province go to get it's bills 
collected for free - you guessed it - every 
employer of five or more people copes with the 
folder full of forms and instructions and deducts 
the premium from employee cheques. 


Good doctors and good nurses are the people 
essential when one is sick. People will go to the 
doctor they feel is most competent, and will pay 
an added fee gladly, when faced with serious 
illness or injury. Many carry an extremely heavy 
work load. Governments should ignore the 
advice of academics who would endeavour to 
turn doctors into civil servants. There is ample 
proof that it won't work.

Plastic money could be dangerous 
to your financial health 


Credit, used wisely, is a 
convenience and at times a 
necessity. But the abuse of 
credit cards will lead to 
serious financial problems. 
Al Park, supervisor of Family 
Financial Counselling for 
Alberta Consumer and Cor- 
porate Affairs relates the 
following story to illustrate 
the pitfalls of credit card 
abuse. This is a typical case 
history and it does happen in 
real life. 

Harold and Janet have a 
big problem -- a problem 
managing their money. Their 
lives together started out like 
a fairy tale. A beautiful 
wedding. A lovely apart- 
ment. Good jobs and a bright 
financial future. They really 
had it made. Except for one 
thing. Along with everything 
else which they brought to 
the marriage were their 
dangerous credit attitudes. 

Now, to be just, Harold 
and Janet were fairly careful 
people. Careful enough to 
use those plastics for ‘‘con- 
venience’’ only. If some 
kitchen utensil was needed 
they put it on the account. 
The same with clothes and 
gasoline. They never put too 
many charges on any one 
charge-plate. And the largest 
purchase they ever put on 
was Harold's stereo, Gen- 
erally, though, they never 
charged any unusually large 
purchases. That way they 
were hoping to avoid a few 
really heavy monthly bills by 
spreading those debts ar- 
ound, It's a familiar tale. 

So, for about three years, 
life carried Harold and Janet 
along -- or rather their credit 
cards carried them along. 
Most of the time, Harold and 
Janet tried to pay off their 
credit accounts at the end of 
the month. But some months 
all they could manage to 
squeeze out of their com- 
bined monthly incomes was 
the minimum payment. 

Then one night Harold 
happened to be attending to 
a few bills when he cal- 
culated how much they 
owed, He was shocked to 
discover that he and Janet 
had charged $5,500 on their 
eight credit cards. 

Both Janet and Harold 
were really concerned about 
this situation because they'd 
always been managing be- 
fore, They talked about the 
problem and looked for ways 
out of the box they felt 
themselves in. Unfortunately 
without considering other 
alternatives, the only solu- 
tion they could come up with 
was to get a bill-conso- 


lidation loan, Other options 
were open to them but they 
didn't pursue them. Too bad. 

So they went ahead and 
secured a consolidation loan 
for $5,500, agreeing to make 
a monthly payment of $180 
over a period of three years. 
They began to pay for it ... 
and pay for it. Over the 
whole term of the loan, 
Harold and Janet had them- 
selves paying $1,000 beyond 
the total debt owed to the 
credit card companies. 
That's an awful lot of money. 

All seemed to go well for 
Harold and Janet for the next 
few months. But after a 
while, they began to fall back 
on their old credit habits. 
Those charge-plates began to 
supplement their incomes 
again until they had racked 
up another credit debt of 
nearly $3,700, And as before, 
they really had nothing to 
show for it. 

Now, five years after 
getting married, Harold and 
Janet are deeply in debt. 
They've got to change their 
poor consumer habits now, 
before they go under, They- 
‘re still paying for the 
consolidation loan, plus 
they're facing another mon- 
thly burden in the form of car 
payments of $177. Yet, pay- 
ments must still be made on 
those eight credit accounts. 
Right now, they are just 
managing to keep “the wolf 
from the door.’’ But it's 
taking both their incomes to 
do it. The car insurance 
premium comes due next 
month and Harold and Janet 
are wondering where the 
money they need will come 
from, 

Harold and Janet have 
almost no financial flexi- 
bility. Should some unexpec- 
ted expense arise they won't 
be able to cover it. That 
makes life tough. And yet 
Harold and Janet are typical 
of many people who begin a 
slow slide into debt by 
misusing their charge-plates. 
Unless Harold and Janet get 
smart about credit cards 
they're headed for serious 
trouble. 

Now Harold and Janet 
could have avoided some of 
these problems. They should 
have realized that getting a 
consolidation loan without 
radically changing their atti- 
tude to credit cards wouldn't 
work, Although the consoli- 
dation loan did lower their 
monthly payment, it allowed 
them to feel a false security 
about their money problem, 
that they were ‘‘off the 
hook.’’ Consequently, they

continued to abuse their 
credit cards. 

But let's admit it. In 
today’s consumer society, 
buying things comes pretty 
naturally. And unfortunate- 
ly, credit cards make it that 
much easier to do some 
unplanned buying. Harold 
and Janet should have 
worked out a money-man- 
agement plan. They didn't. 
But you can and should. 
Before you go under, 

Al Park, supervisor of the 
Family Financial Counselling 
Programs, for Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs advises 
readers to remember these 
few simple tips: 

*Make sure all credit card 
purchases fall into your 
budget. 

*If you do use charge 
plates as a convenience be 
sure to pay the bill in full just 
as soon as possible in order 
to avoid interest charges. 

*Do a little *‘comparison 
shopping" for dollars. In- 
terest rates do vary from 
institution to institution and 
there are good deals to be 


made. 

*Trim excessive spending 
by keeping a running tally on 
those credit cards over the 
month. 

*Limit the number of 
credit cards you use. Spr- 
cading debts over a large 
number of *‘plastics’’ is just 
ignoring a major money- 
management problem. 

*Don't abuse your credit 
cards NOW in the hope of 
fu‘ure income gains. Succ- 
esstul money-management 
means watching spending 
TODAY. 

*Heed ‘he credit card 
warning signe! - paying only 
the minimum ai.ount due on 
your credit account spells 
financial danger.

Debt under second 
phase of attack 


Monday the Alberta De- 
partment of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs launched 
its follow-up campaign to the 
‘Before You Go Under"’ 
promotion conducted thr- 
ough the media in August. 

The new program will be 
of an educational nature 
designed to make consumers 
more aware of the problems 
associated with personal 
debt. 

Studies undertaken indi- 
cate that the first campaign 
met with some amount of 
success. Just over half a 
survey sample were aware of 
the campaign and 10 percent 
of these said they had made a 
change in their personal 
money management. Most 
agreed the ‘Self-help, Fin- 
ancial Management Guide"’ 
was easy to understand and a 
majority of respondents to a 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs questionnaire said 


they would change their 
financial management hab- 
its. 

Albertans now average an 
indebtedness of nearly 
$2,000 per person (man, 
woman or child), The nation- 
al average is $1,432. 

The second phase then will 
again focus on young marr- 
icds and the subjects: the 
need for an emergency 
savings fund, the abuse of 
credit cards and family ten- 
sions arising from poor 
money management. 

Alberta Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs plans to 
introduce financial manage- 
ment courses through its 
regional offices that are 
designed to teach ‘‘life-cop- 
ing skills ... and ... self-help 
attitudes, Using the figures 
supplied above it will be 
relatively simple to evaluate 
the programs success when 
the 1979 figures come in.

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Help on‘the way for first-time tax filers 


[Second in a series on Child 
Tax Credit} 

April 30 will have new 
meaning for 1.2 million 
Canadians this year. They 
will be joining in the annual 
tax filing rites of Canada’s 13 
million individual taxpayers 
in order to claim the new 
child tax credit which came 
into effect on January 1. 

Under the new legislation, 
mothers, and in some cases 
fathers, will be able to apply 
for the refundable tax credit 
to supplement family allow- 
ance payments for families 
whose income is $18,000 or 
less. Families with incomes 
above $18,000 may also 


benefit, although the credit 
will be reduced as family 
income rises. 

To apply for the child tax 
credit, individuals must 
complete an income tax 
return along with a copy of 
Schedule 10 which they 
received with their January 
family allowance payment. 

Revenue Canada, Taxation 
estimates that 2.8 million 
Canadian families will be 
cligible to apply for the credit 
and that for 1.2 million of 
them it will mean filing a tax 
return for the first time. This 
will include many women 
with no taxable income who 
normally do not file returns.

Grade 10’s to study prejudice 


A learning unit on pre- 
judice and discrimination, 
developed for Grade 10 
students by the Alberta 
Human Rights Commission, 
has been officially adopted as 
a recommended resource for 
the new provincial social 
studies curriculum.

A review of the causes, 
characteristics and classifi- 
cation of mental retardation 
is included in a lecture- 
workshop course to be held 
under the auspices of the 
Centre for the Study of 
Mental Retardation, Univer- 
sity of Alberta.

*Loss leader. This is a 
super-special price which is 
intended to draw your atten- 
tion to the advertisement and 
get you into the store. 

Whenever a store ad- 
vertises a special, a bargain 
or a loss leader, it is required 
by law to have reasonable 
quantities available for pur- 
chase. If they run out of a 
product, some supermarkets 
offer ‘‘rain checks.’* This

Some malicious maunderings on the subject of TV: 

A recent prediction about the future of TV has me quivering 
with apprehension, British astrophysicist Desmond King-Hele 
has stated we may soon thrill to 3-D TV, complete with 
components for smell, touch and taste. This is progress? The 
last thing our bombed-out, jaded senses need is one more 
source of titillation, When the present programming is 
considered, the thought of sensory TV is downright 
nauseating. The saccharine flavour of “Diffrent Strokes” 
“Angie” or ‘Good Times” is cloying enough without direct 
contact. Imagine the old factory agony of sniffing along 
with ads for Certs, Ban or Dr. Scholl’s Footpowder, not to 
mention the problems inherent in viewing documentaries 
dealing with the ingestion of cocaine or various intoxicating 
solvents, As for the touch component, the prospects are 
mind-boggling. A half-hour of SWAT could wipe out whole 
neighbourhoods. A screening of Peyton Place could cause a 
population explosion. 

No, Dr. King-Hele, I'll pass on the Smell-o-Vision and 
related technical triumphs. The existing sights and sounds 
from the box are more than I want to handle. 
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Last Sunday night, we were witness to what has been 
described as “the most expensive night in television 
history.” In a demonstration of unparalled greed the Big 
Three staged a run for the ratings that left everyone 
dissatisfied, except the network comptrollers. Viewers were 
taunted with a choice of “Gone With The Wind,” “Elvis” 
and “One Flew Over The Cuckoo’s Nest’? — all at the 
same time. Who cares who won the race! We sure know 
who lost. 
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No catalogue of television crimes would be complete 
without mention of that Pied Piper of the Piteous, Chuck 
Barris. On a personal level, 1 am ambivalent about Barris. 
As revealed in an autobiographical novel and a 60 Minutes 
profile, the man seems bright, likeable, and even 
compassionate. His programs, however, are an obscenity, a 
rat’s eye view of mankind's lowest common denominator. 
For residents of the Siberian steppes, Ottawa’ Rockcliffe 
Park and other isolated outposts, Mr. Barris is the 
perpetrator of “The Gong Show,” “The $1.98 Beauty 
Show,” ‘The Newlywed Game” and “The Dating Game.” 
To me this puts him in an ethical bracket with Attila the 
Hun, The Beast of Belsen and Anita Bryant. 
| Mr. Barris’ programs have made vulgarity big business, 
® | and have done quite a job subverting the good intentions of 
the viewing public. It’s easy to say the burden of selectivity 
is on the viewer, but freak shows have a time-tested appeal 
that Barris and his boys have been quick to exploit. It’s 
doubtful many would approve a filmed romp through a 
psychiatric ward, with the patients as straight men, Why 
then should “The Gong Show’’ gloat over pathetically 
obese contestants with a compulsion to self-abasement. 
Why should “The $1.98 Beauty Show’’ assauge the 
cravings of a sick soul whio is goaded to flaunt her lack of 
pulchritude like an open wound. These shows make profits 
from pain, and with every nervous titter, the audience joins 
in the degradation. The other two Barris shows are only 
slightly less offensive. The Dating Game pimps for clones 
from Central Casting, while The Newlywed Game keeps 
divorce lawyers in Guccis. 
¥) The most disturbing thing is that Barris and his 
handiwork pose an insoluble ethical dilemma. Should he be 
censored? Those of us who demanded the right to “do our 
own thing” can claim credit for putting him there. Do we 
want a return to “Father Knows Best” and that kind of 
corny, spun-sugar morality, I guess not, At least Chuck 
Barris is honest, 


put-on artist, a kind of Andy 
Warhol of the theatre, I have 
personally never been too 
wild about the work of this 
absurdist, but I think that the 
current contempt in which he 
is held is a case of judgement 
distorted by hindsight. lon- 
esco seems old hat now, and 
plays like **The New Ten- 
ant’’ are to 
dazzle today’s more sophis- 
ticated audiences. However, 
his influence over the years 
is indisputable. Plays like 
Edward Albee's ‘*Sandbox"’ 
owe as much to lonesco as to 
Beckett, usually 
considered Albee's prime in- 
fluence. lonesco’s shock tac- 
work, and are still 
working for other artists. 
Director Maertz comments 
that "The New Tenant™’ 
serves as a lead-in to "The 
Chairs’ and psy 
chological ploy that works. 
The message of *The New 
Fenant’’ is obvious and it 
painlessly acclimatizes the 
audience to the playwright’s 
bizarre imagery and use of 
the extreme, exaggerated 
metaphor, The play focusses 
on the proliferation of objects 
and demonstrate the direct 
relation of the acquisition of 
things to the suffocation of 
the soul. A man, (Eric 
House), moves into a new 
apartment, He is a remote 
man, seemingly impervious 
to the abuse, flattery or 
indifference of his fellows. 
This is made plain in his 
encounter with a neighbour, 
(Irene Hogan), a harridan 
whose inane chatter would 
madden a detached 
person. She exemplifies the 
mindless force from which he 
is retreating. The woman 
demands that she be hired to 
aticnd to his housekeeping 
needs, an intrusion he coldly 
She flounces off, 
enraged at his refusal to 
need her, The man begins to 
orchestrate his retreat, mild- 
ly clated as he directs the 
moving process, finding 
some happiness in this final 
rejection, He is quickly 
surrounded in a ring of tacky 
furniture, incongruous me- 
morabilia and the flotsam 
and jetsam of daily life. The

The Chairs is a play of 
greater subtlety and sub- 
stance than the New Tenant. 
An old couple are presented 
at the end of their pur- 
poseless lives. They try 
desperately to infuse their 
past and present with mean- 
ing, which it has never had. 
Their surroundings are va- 
gue, and their memories 
contradictory. They furnish 
this spiritual vacuum with 
imaginary people and fan- 
tasy recollections. In an 
ultimate bid to give sig- 
nificance to their existence, 
the old man announces that 
he has a message to man- 
kind, and that he has hired 
an orator especially to pass 
on his findings. A host of 
imaginary people gather to 
hear the oration. When the 
Orator finally opens his 
mouth to reveal this an- 
ticipated wisdom, all that 
emerges are the gutteral 
grunts of the deaf-mute. 

Irene Hogan is rivetting as 
the old woman, The charac- 
ter, in true Ionesco style, is a 
cartoon person, and Hogan 
conyeys this impeccably. 
However, she also manages 
something more complex. 
She makes the old dear 
lovable, and this is unusual 
in the barren landscapes of 
lonesco-land, Hogan's gait is 
fascinating to watch, She 
skitters and twitters about 
buffetted and off-balance as 
if dancing in a void. At other 
times she glides, suspended 
in some peculiar inertia, just 
as the old woman has passed 
the days of her life. Her tiny 
steps tap back and forth 
endlessly as she fetches the 
chairs, suggesting a series of 
mindless errands, stretching 
into infinity. 

If Hogan's old woman 
represents the gentle surr- 
ender to insignificance, 
House's old man is of stouter 
stuff. He bustles and directs 
the proceedings in a series of 
trumped-up activities. House 
achieves this through a 
combination of petulance, 
pomp and piteousness, He

Committee calls for representations 


The Producer Car Study 
Committee is inviting in- 
dividuals or organizations to 
make the committee aware of 
their views on producer cars. 

Mr. S. Williams, chairman 
of the committee, stated: 
**Because of limited time, 
the committee will be able to 
meet only with national 
bodies. However, we are also 
asking for written repre- 
sentations from all interested 
parties to ensure that we get 
as broad a cross section of 
views as possible.” 


The committee was re- 
cently appointed by the 
Canadian Grain Commission 
to enquire into any matter 
related to producer cars and 
to submit its recommen- 
dations to the Commission. 
“The Commission wants to 
make sure that the farmer's 
right to produce cars is 
maintained while, at the 
same time, ensuring that 
producer cars are integrated 
into the total grain move- 
ment as effectively as pos- 
sible,’’ said Mr, Williams, 


“The increase in the 
number of requests for cars, 
coupled with the overall 
handling and transportation 
difficulties, was causing a lot 
of concern to the Com- 
mission,’’ he added, Produ- 
cer cars increased in number 
from 96 in 1974-75 to 2,174 
during the 1977-78 crop year. 
The Commission has esi- 
mated that up to 5,000 
producer cars could be 
shipped during the current 
year, ‘‘Low quotas on barley 
and congested elevators in 


some areas could be some of 
the reasons for the increase 
in numbers,’’ added the 
chairman, 

“Some people were con- 
cerned that producer cars 
would create handling in- 
efficiencies and reduce de- 
livery opportunities of other 
producers,"’ he said, ‘‘The 
Commission was fearful that 
the farmer's right to a car 
might be lost in the name of 
efficiency, so it set up a 
committee to examine all

Spotlight On Sturgeon

It isn't very often that a person has the opportunity to 
express personal concerns to a member of the Federal 
Cabinet. Such an opportunity presented itself at a 
luncheon held last Wednesday with the Minister of 
Agriculture, Eugene Whelan. Locals Ted and Lois Hole, 
John McDonell, John Kluthe, Ralph Ouimet and Allan 
McDonell were on hand. Pembina Liberal Candidate Len 
Nobert hosted the luncheon, which accommodated about 
50 people from the Edmonton area. 


Allan McDonell of R.R. | St. Albert asked Mr. Whelan 
why farmers had to deal with Otto Lang, minister of 
transportation, when their concerns should be looked after 
by the Minister of Agriculture. 


Minister Whelan responded that he wanted to be more 
involved with the Crow's Nest rate issue and the whole 
transportation question, as it directly involves the 
agricultural community. He added that he is still fighting 
to have the Canadian Wheat Board under his jurisdiction, 
However, the minister assured his audience that by being 
concerned with the problems he often steps on a few toes, 
which makes sure the other departments are working. 


Mr. Whelan was sporting a “Don't Feed Me” button, 
which he claimed would serve a dual purpose. One, to get 
him into shape for the coming election and secondly, and 
most importantly, to secure funds to help starving children 
in conjunction with the Year of the Child. The minister is 
hoping to strip 32 pounds off his 242 pound frame and 
has signed sponsors to donate money for every pound he 
loses. A very good idea. 


OH CANADA! 


In fact, the agricultural minister was full of good ideas, as 
he unleashed a spiel that verged on a campaign speech, 
He raved about Canada - “the envy of the World,” citing 
some statistics that blurred the senses with thoughts of 
Utopia. He rapped the. Canadian consumer's fingers for 
unqualified waste of food products suggesting that a 
healthy diet could cost as little as $1 a day. Mr. Whelan 
pointed out that not only do we waste food, but also the 
energy and money it took to produce the food. 


Federal Minister Whalen heaped praise on the state of 
Canadian agriculture especially in Alberta. He said that 
only 1.6% of the federal budget went for agriculture, and 
that over all, only four percent of government spending is 
spent for agriculture in the whole country, He mentioned 
that in socialist countries, about one-third of the national 
budget is spent on agriculture, which also utilizes a larger 
working force. These countries are still not as productive 
as independent Canadian farmers. 


Mr. Whalen said that Alberta has some of the strongest 
marketing boards in the country. He told the group that 
the cattlemen do‘not want a marketing board, and he had 
no intention of forcing them to have one, as it was their 
choice. 


The minister spoke out against the purchase of the 100 T 
steel rail cars. He thought that the lighter aluminum alloy 
cars should be used, as he believed that the steel cars 
were too heavy and would break down the rail lines, 


The luncheon was a short one, Discounting the political 
pontfications, Mr. Whelan indeed made some interesting 
and significant comments about Canada and _ its 
agricultural outlook, I was impressed with Mr, Whalen’s 
comment, “Where's the flag? The United States secretary 
of agriculture wouldn't come in without a flag.” He 
seemed to capture the “down home” flavour of Canadian 
politics, which others often scorn as ineptness. As he put 
it, ‘no other country was built like ours... it is the 
greatest country in the world,” even without all the 
fanfare. Mr. Whalen is blowing a horn that is seldom 
heard, Someday it may be a symphony,

No justification for 


Federal Competition Bill 


Canadian consumers can 
still purchase most food 
items for less hours of work 
than anywhere else in the 
world and there is no 
justification for a federal 
competition bill to assure 
them of cheap food according 
to a spokesman for Canada’s 
major agricultural organ- 
ization, 

Dobson Lea, president of 
the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture, commented that 
although the competition bill 
is now dormant, ‘‘it is 
restless and may be reviewed 
at any time that segments of 
government, or society, con- 
sider attempts at gypping the 
food producer to be a popular 
sport." 

There's no need, he said, 
for additional farm compe- 
tition to reduce food prices to 
consumers, 

He poitted out that a corn 
flakes box now costs more 
than what the farmer gets for 
the corn it contains, and said 
it is obvious where ‘‘so- 
called" food price increases 
take place. It is clearly not on 
the nation's farms, he said. 

Mr. Lea, formerly pre- 
sident of Unifarm for seven 
years, said confusion in the 
Canadian agricultural indus- 
try is regrettable and leaves 
policy and program develop- 
ment susceptible to gov- 
ernment action or inaction, 

Farmers, Mr. Lea said, 
must find solutions to pro- 
blems facing the industry 
within their own agricultural 
organization. As a first step, 
he said, guidelines are 
required to maximize use of 
land and human resources. 

Through the efforts of 
concerned people, particu- 
larly within farm organ- 
izations, progress is being 
made in bringing about 
rational solutions by nego- 
tiations around a conference 
table or on paper, rather than 
ignoring or cutting others 
down from behind, he said.. 

Solutions reached on paper 
serve the industry better 
than ‘slugging it out in the 
market-place,’’ he said, If 
used with discretion, the 
market-place sharpens effi- 
ciency, but cut-throat com- 
petition weakens participants 
to the extent that effective 
planning is impossible. 

Rather than a competition 
bill to assure cheap food, Mr. 
Lea said agricultural groups 
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should work toward compe- 
tition in the market-place 
that reduces problems for 
those in the industry. 

We already have extreme 
competition between Cana-

Alberta farmers 
choose torch 
of candle 


The choice of rapeseed 
variety in 1979 has producers 
hesitant and uncertain. The 
campaign by the crushing 
mills to ensure themselves 
adequate supplies of double 
zero rapeseed during the 
coming year is partly res- 
ponsible. Canadian crushers 
are required by law to use 
low erucic acid - low glu- 
cosinolate rapeseed for do- 
mestic meal consumption 
this year. 

The only double zero 
rapeseed variety of the 
Polish type is Candle. Al- 
berta growers have concen- 
trated on Polish types ever 
since rapeseed became an 
important commercial crop in 
western Canada. Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba growers 
use mostly Argentine type. 
There are two double zero 
varieties, Tower and Regent, 
available to them. 

Alberta based crushers 
have been nervous that a 
reduction in rapeseed ac- 
reage could leave them short 
of supply and forced to 
compete with the export 
market for rapeseed, Seed- 
ing intentions for 1979 in 
Alberta indicate that at least 


2.5 million acres will go into 
rapeseed this year. Some 
analysts forecast nearly three 
miilion acres. 

Alberta crushers can hope 
to utilize only about “% of 
normal production from 2.5 
million acres this year. It 
appears that the export 
market will continue to be 
very important to Alberta 
growers. At least for the next 
two years, the variety Torch, 
a single zero variety of the 
Polish type, will be very 
important as an export var- 
iety. 

Growers have been att- 
racted to the idea of larger 
delivery quotas assigned to 
crushing plants. In fact, the 
opportunity has been about 
the same at the elevator and 


crushing plant in the past . 


two years. 

Adequate supplies of Tor- 
ch are available and a good 
supply of #1 Candle has been 
obtained. Candle has yielded 
about as well as Torch in 
most tests to date. Alberta 
producers growing rapeseed 
commercially for delivery to 
the elevator, will probably 
choose between Candle and 
Torch this year,

Beekeeper technician: a unique 
program in Western Canada 


Fairview College is a 
small, rural and mainly 
residential college located in 
the town of Fairview, 563 
km. northwest of Edmonton. 
Fairview is centered in the 
agricultural area of the Peace 
River Region. 

This region, which already 
accounts for a significant 
portion of Alberta's honey 
production, has the potential 
for ‘‘phenomenal’’ honey 
crops with the proper mana- 
gement techniques to coun- 
teract to a large degree any 
instability in the summer 
weather, Dr. Tiber Szabo, of 
the Beaverlodge research 
station, finds that this region 
‘‘is the best place in the 
world for honey production. 
Sunshine is essential for 
nectar production and the 
long days in the Peace 
country provide plenty of 
that.”’ 

A serious problem which 
faces commercial beekeepers 
throughout western Canada 
is a chronic shortage of 
skilled help. For instance, 
one prominent Alberta bee- 
keeper is planning to reduce 
his honey operation from 
1800 hives to 900 hives this 
year. The unavailability of 
competent and reliable as- 
sistants is the reason for the 
cut-back, 

The Beekeeper Technician 
Program, unique in Canada, 
is being implemented to 
meet the demands of the 
industry for skilled workers. 

(1) The Western Produ- 
cer, Thursday, October 26, 
1978, 

An Advisory Committee, 
comprised of successful co- 
mmercial operators along 
with government apiculture 
specialists, is developing a 
very practical ‘hands-on’ 
approach to beekeeping. 
This initiative has the en- 
dorsement of the provincial 
beekeepers’ asseciation whi- 
ch, at its November 1978 
annual meeting, passed a 
resolution stating that: 

“The Alberta Beekeepers 
Association supports the in- 
clusion of a beekeeping 
program in the curriculum of 


the Fairview College." 

This program will train a 
technician who is employable 
on a year-round basis. The 
beekeeping season ranges 
from mid-March to late Sep- 
tember. During the inter- 
vening winter months the 
beekeeper assistant can re- 
pair machinery, set up brood 
chambers, etc, He or she can 
also take a well-earned rest 
after the long days of the 
arduous summer season. 

For the first six weeks of 
the program, commencing 
February 19, 1979, students 
will become familiar with the 
theoretical and practical bas- 
ics of beekeeping at the 
College. Their curriculum 
will include such topics as: 


1, Equipment - nomencla- 
ture, uses, repair, etc. 

2. Bee races, biology and 
anatomy, life cycle; pollin- 
ation 

3. Setting up brood cham- 
bers and seconds 

4. Apiary locations 

5. Hiving, disease recog- 
nition and control 

6. Queen checks and re- 
placement 

7. Supering 

8. Pulling honey 

9. Extracting 

10. Pesticides 

11. Public relations with 
landowners 

12, Overwintered 
package colonies 

13, Double-queening.

session, students are guar- 
anteed a salaried placement 
with a registered commercial 
beekeeper. The employer 
will expose the trainee toa 
full range of learning ex- 
periences so that knowledge 
gained in the first session 
can be applied as much as 
possible. The trainee will 
also be required to complete 
a special study project over 
the summer and report back 
in the fall. 

Following the honey har- 
vest, the students will return 
to Fairview College for a final 
session to integrate their 
theoretical and practical kn- 
owledge.

Water buffalo a good 


food source

Living tractors that pro- 
vide meat, milk, and eat 
weeds have found a home on 
the range in Louisiana and 
Florida. The states have the 
distinction of hosting the first 
commercial herd of water 
buffalo ever to appear in the 
contiguous United States. 

The 52 animals were 
rounded up on the island of 
Guam and imported as a 
potential new meat source by 
A. P. ‘‘Tony’* Leonards, a 
rancher-farmer with a spread 
near Lake Charles, La., the 
National Geographic Society 
says. 


LANDED IN FLORIDA 


The water buffalo first 
were flown to Gainesville, 
Fla., where they were settled 
into the New World by 


animals purchased from a 
now defunct Toronto zoo. 

Among the things that 
interested the scientists were 
the water buffalo’s dietary 
habits. The animals love to 
wallow in the water and 
nibble aquatic weeds and 
plants, and since many of the 
state’s waterways are choked 
with vegetation they seemed 
like ideal immigtants.

Farm income increasing 


The Bank of Montreal's 
November Business Review 
says that Canadian farmers 
can look forward to a better 
than 10 percent gainin net 
income this year and another 
but smaller inerease in 1979, 
This comes after two years of 
declining income. 

“This year's jump in farm 
incomes relates to good 
crops, as well as sharp food 
price increases,"’ the Review 
says. Canada’s wheat har- 
vest was the third highest 
ever and coincided with good 
harvests in other countries. 
Increased demand and lower 
pre-harvest world stocks, 
however, may allow Canada 
to add marginally to future 
wheat exports. 

In other crop categories, 
rye and rapeseed were ‘star 
performers’ with the rape- 
seed yicld setting an all-time 
record, High export demand 
and the devalued Canadian 
dollar combined to produce a 
significant swing into rape- 
seed production. 

Fruit and vegetable pro- 
duction, meanwhile, will 
likety fall short of last year’s 
levels. But high prices 
caused by sharp cost in- 
creases for imported produce 
should spur production in the 
coming year and there 
should be a significant 
casing in price pressures in 
1979, 

In the meat and livestock 
sector, the beef industry 
appears to be at the low end

of the production cycle and a 
shortage of market cattle 
means higher beef prices. 
The Review says that prices 
will likely continue to rise for 
several more years, as herds 
are restored but increases 
will be affected by develop- 
ments in the pork and poultry 
sectors. 

Since high beef prices 
stimulate demand for other 
meats, both pork and poultry 
production are up. ‘‘Low 
feed grain prices and high 
pork prices have put hog 
producers ina very profitable 
position, a position which 
siould be maintained in view 
of continued upward pres- 
sure on beef prices and 
relatively low feed costs,"’ 
the Review says. 

Chicken siles were up 6.9 
percent over last year in the 
January-May period and 
similar consumption iner- 
cases are expected for the 
second half of 1978. Turkey 
sales also rose 6.3 percent in 
the January-May period, 
compared with 1977 and 
stocks were 26.2 percent 
lower this past June, com- 
pared with last year. Poultry 
prices rose 16 percent over 
last year and inereased pro- 
duction seems likely. 

Exe production and sales, 
however, are a different 
story, the Review says. 
Tightly controlled by a 
marketing board, this year’s 
production was up by only 
0.2 percent by July and sales

Dr. Lancaster says effee- 
live disease control benefits 
both producers and con- 
sumers in all countries by 
reducing costly bird losses.

Few drug residues 


in meat 


The continuing contro- 


versy over the possibility of 


Robert Duncan was born 90 years ago on February 9, 


1889 at Edinburgh, Scotland. He enlisted in the army 
at the age of 16 and may be the /ast of the “Old 
Contemptables.”” Robert came to Canada in 1912, but 


returned two years later to re-enlist. While back in 
Great Britain, he was married to Mary Pollin of York in 


1917. Canada had intrigued Mr. 


Duncan, and he 


returned in 1919 settling in Winnipeg. Mr. Duncan 
presently resides at the Spruce View Manor in 
Gibbons where he sometimes entertains by playing

antibiotic drug residues in 
Canadian meat should be 
laid to rest by the results of 
a recent Agriculture Canada 
test. 

Of almost 4,200 random 
supplies of carcass meat 
collected without notice at 
slaughterhouses across Can- 
ada, only five were found to 
contain any residues, And 
the residues found amounted 
to only “traces,”’ according 
to experts who carried out 
the study. 

“The figure works out to 
about 0.12% of the carcas- 
ses tested,” says Dr. M.G. 
Morissette, Director General 
of the Meat Hygiene Direc- 
torate or Agriculture Can- 
ada’s Health of Animals 
Branch. 

The study completed ear- 
lier this year, was carried out 
because of concern expres- 
sed by some consumers and 
consumers’ _ representatives 
that people could be allergic 
to drugs remaining in meat 
at slaughter time, and also 
the chance that bacterial 
resistance to certain drugs 
could be built up. 

The samples were col- 
lected - 2,954 from cattle 
and 1,220 from swine - and 
tested for presence of anti- 
biotic residues at the federal 
department’s animal pathol- 
ogy laboratories. 

“Agriculture Canada will 
soon implement a system to 
investigate and eliminate 
even those few tissue sam- 
ples containing such resi- 
dues,”” noted Dr, Morissette
